important one, because they make 
such a definite contribution to. good 
health. Salads help to insure that 
we meet our daily needs for min- 
erals and vitamins, In addition some 
of them fignish energy as well as 
tissue building material, Paticular. 
ly when made from such foods as 
meat, eggs, cheese or poultry com- 
bined with salad dressing. 

Good salads make meals more ap- 
petising tasty and interesting be- 
cause ttiey furnish crispness, color 

_ and, added flavor to any menu. Not 
only have they appetite appeal, but 
also eye appeal, 

Variety in salads’ in summer and 
fall is fairly easy to achieve, but 
salad making in winter and early 
spring may prove to be a real chal- 
lenge. The home economists of the 
consumer section of the department 
of agriculture want to give some 
helpful suggestions to help meet this 
challenge. Too often homemakers 
forget about salads in the ‘winter 
without realizing that this is one 
time when salads are most necessary. 
Salads are mainly divided into four 
classes, 1 
Whe light dinner salad is served more 
or less as an appetizer to prepare the 
appetite for the more substantial food 
which is to follow or as an accompan- 
iment to the meat course. It usually 
consists of a*combination of greens, 
crisp vegetables or juicy fruit served 
with a tart, simple dressing. 

The main dish salad is hearty, sub- 
stantial salad served as the main dish 
at luncheon’ or supper. (For this 
salad such food as eggs, cheese, poul- 
try, fish or meat are combined with 
crisp greens or vegetables, 

The dessert salad is as a rule, 


made of fresh frozen or canned fruit 
or a combination of all three, If there 
is any member of the family who is 
carefully watching calories here 1s 
an answer to their dessert problem, 
this salad may complete the . meal 
witout adding as many calories as 
the usual richer desserts supply, 
The party salad is a light and tempt- 
ing one Since it is usually eaten 
between meals, it should be refresh- 
ing rather than too satisfying, Froz- 
en or moulded jellied salads are 
excellent for the party.

James Err Ostrander, a former 

mayor of Gleichen died Saturday 
aig) t ina Calgary hospital at the age 
%$ years and nine months. Several 
days before he died he~had a stroke 
while on a stair way and collapsing 
fell four steps injuring his head. The 
immediate cause of death “vias the 
atroke. re ; 
Mr. Ostrander wag a resident of 
Gleichen and district on and off for 
many years. ‘He was born in Hutton- 
ville, Ontario. Going west he lived 
in the state of Colorado for some 
years and in the early spring of 
1907, with his wife and two children 
came to Gleichen where he purchased 
a farm eight miles north west of 
town. While on the farm he built 
a residence in town best known as 
the “Ostrander house.” 

From 1911 to 1918 he was farm in- 
structor on te Blackfoot Reserve 
here and during the years 1918 to 
1921 was Indian Agent at McLecoa. 
Resigning his position there he re- 
turned to Gleichen and bought the 
farm now owned by Wim. Cook. 

Retiring from farming in the 30's 
tle moved to town and built the store 
now owned by J. Ostrom, It was dur- 
ing the worst years of the depression 
that he was mayor of Gleichen. In 
1942 he moved to Calgary and lived 
with his grand daughter Mrs. “Pat” 
Hirst but was a frequent visitor to 
Gleichen to visit his many relatives 
and friends, 

During the time Mr, Ostrander 
was a resident of Gleichen he was a 
very active member of St. Andrew’s 
Cturch. He was a member of the 
1.0.0.F, and Orangemen lodges and 
for many years headed the local Agri- 
cultural Association. 

Surviving are one son, Pember, of 
Regina; a sister Agnes in British 
Columbia; four grand children~and 
six great grand children. His wife 
predeceased him in 1942 and a 
daughter in the spring of 1916, 

The funeral took place Monday 
afternoon when services were held in 
St. Andrew's church at 2:30 o’clock 
after which interment was made in 
the family plot in the Gleichen cem- 
etery.

Amongst the bills considered by 
the legislature during the past week 
was one approving of amendments to 
sections. of the B,NjA.. Act. which 
would’ enable the province to’ im- 
pose an indirect sales tax not exceed- 
ing 3 percent on goods sold within. 
Ue province, Many of the provinces 
have requested this right and it Is 
necessary for them all to agree to it 
if the change in the B.N.A. Act is 
made. It is not the intention of the 
Alberta government, however, to 
impose any such indirect sales tax 
here. 

Another amendment to theB.N.A. 
Act will permit the Dominion and the 
province to jointly pay old age pen- 
sions at the age of 65.. This of course, 
has to be considered by the other 
provinces of Candda before any such 
action could be taken and there is 
no suggestion as to when this might 
be done 

All of the money bills weré passed 
by the house by the end of the week 
and His Honor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor J. J. Bowlen gave Roya] Assent 
to these Friday. This was necessary 
as these bills became effective on 
April 1st.

The season may be short in most 
parts of Canada but this does not 
prevent a succession of vegetables. 
The trick is to niake several sowings 
of such things as beets, beans, let- 
tuce, radish, carrots, etc. It’s a good 
plan to sow about a third of the seed 
a@ week or so earlier than usual, then 
follow with a third about the normal 
time, then a fortnight or so later 
plant the rest. This will spread the 
harvest out over many weeks. A 
stilk greater spread can be obtained 
by using early, medium and late 
varieties,

just @ rake, a spade anda hoe. With 
a little mote equipment, however, 
much labor can Saved.

Born in Regina, S/L.Bricker en- 
tered the R.C.A.F. in January, 1940, 
won his pilot wings, and after serv- 
ing as a flying instructor in Canada, 
went overseas in March,~1943. He 
flew a tour of operations over the 
continent on Spitfires with 430 and 
443 squadrons, winning the D.F.C. 

After the war, he remained in Ger- 
many on occupation duties for a year, 
returning to Canada in 1946 to be 
attached to the Canadian Army at 
Rivers, Man, There he served as as- 
sistant chief ground instructor until 
selected as an exchange officer and 
sent to the U.S. in January, 1950.

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Brandon Farmers To Erect 


{Streamlined Self-Feeder Barns 


Probably First Of Kind In Canada To 
Handle Cattle With Minimum Labor 


BRANDON, Man.—What are probably the first all ‘self-feeder 
barns in Ganada are to be erected by P. G. Marsden and A. M. 
Macpherson, resident farmers in the Assiniboine valley west of 
this city. Plans for the erection of the streamlined buildings for 
the handling of cattle with a minimum of labor, have been drawn 
up after much research work. Construction of the buildings will: 
be undertakenearly this year. 

The buildings will be each 60 feet | attached to the front end of a farm 
long, 40 feet wide and 24 feet high, | tractor. It is estimated that 10 min-

(A New Circular) 

The eradication of Canada Thistle 
and Perennial Sow ‘Thistle presents 
a most difficult -problem, particu- 
larly in the relatively moist areas of 
Western Canada, 

Control With 2,4-D. An applica- 
tion of 6 to 8 ounces of 2,4-D acid 
per acre, made when the thistles are 

rowing vigorously and at the early 
Bud stage, will generally give effec- 
tive top growth control.and prevent 
; seed setting, but will not kill the 
roots. When regrowth occurs, re- 
peated 2,4-D treatments (two or 
more’ years) combined with thor- 
ough fall cultivation, is usually 
needed to completely eliminate these 
weeds, Yos, 2,4-D is valuable in 
thistle’ control, but black summer- 
fallow, late fall tillage, the use of 
suitable competitive cereal crops, 
and the seeding of infested land to 
forage crops are atill the most 
practical and» successful means. of 
~ thistle eradication. 

Cultural Control Methods. As the 
reserve food supplies in the roots 
and wnderground rootstocks of 

, thistles are at their lowest ebb just 
before the plants blossom, plowing 
or one-way daring during the early 
bloseom stage, followed by eultiya- 
tions “at intervals of 15 days until 
freeze-up, is recommended, ‘The use 
of ‘a suitable competitive erop, such 
as fall rye or an early variety of 
barley, is another effective means of 
eliminating thistles.
